The action waa taken through Charge d'Affalrei George Abbott, who 
has headed the V. 8. legation here since tho reUrement of TT. B. -Minister 
Nathaniel Davis last sununrr. 

Abbott visited Rungary'i foreign^ minister, Karoty Elss, and presented 

formal note on tho subject. 

"I was Informed by Mr, Kiss that our requeat wlll be transmitted to tho 
coihpelcnt Hungarian authority and I wiU be advised when a reply la 
received," Abl>ott told newsmen. 

' iTlte demand was dratted after Moscow belatedly dlsolosed that (ho 
unarmed plane, missing Tor nearly two weeks, had been forced by Soviet 
tlghtcrE to land In Hungary.

SEOUL, Korea, Dec 4 (IP) 
— British and American ma- 
rines ripped through rod de- 
fenses 130 miles behind tho 
front in tho moat powerful 
hlt-and>nin commando raid 
of the Korean war, tho allies 
announced today. 

The Anglo-American force storm- 
ed ashore on the east coast Sunday 
night under cover of heavy naval 
sunltre. The troops 'shot up com- 
munist communications and trans- 
port midway between the Soviet 
fronUer and tho fronL 

The announcement was withheld 
until, presumably, the raiders bad 
withdrawn. U. N. naval headquar- 
ters lUled two British commandos 
aa wounded.

mousl? promised not to dlacharBe Charley 
O'Oara, assistant U. 8. attorney, who was 
recommended tor dlJtnlBsal by his superior 
after delving Into wrong-doing in the San 
Francisco Internal revenue bureau. 

O'Oara was token off Incomfl tax matters 
upon reporting In detail to his superiors the 
evidences of irregularity he had found. Later, 
however, he came to Waahlngton to testify 
to the senate finance committee on the 
"shocking corruption" unearthed In the San 
TYanclsco office. 

ITiere followed Uie recommendation by 
Chauncey Tramutolo, U. 8. attorney, that 
O'Oara be tired. Since then It has been dis- 
closed that another man, Thomas Soolan, 
deputy revenue bureau collector, la under 
criticism for his part -In baring the San 
Francisco irregolarltles. 

The great bulk of the evidence compiled 
by O'Gara is not, of course, on the public 
record. Conceivably some of It would, not 
stand up In court; certain inaccuracies al- 
ready have been aliened. But that It must 
have had much substance Is attested to by the 
fact that there have been several suspensions 
from duty in. the Ban rnmelsco internal 
revenue office. San Francisco Is linked with 
half E dozen other major cities as being In 
the forefront of the tax scandal story, 

■It la mildly comforting: to bare McGrath's 
assurance he will not fire O'Oara. But that 
la only a short step In the rlghf direction. 

What the American pubUo la entitled to 
know la how does It happen that men like 
O'Oara and X>oolan, who presumably be- 
lieve they are doing their, duty In exposing 
.corruption, are criticized or threatened with 
-dismissal . as a consequence? 

Senator Nixon. California Republlciui, soys

rvestlgators have launched a new inquiry, not 
-.to get that answer, but to discover "who let

-TIEWGION GAINING 
One of the most notable events In postwar 
America has been the striking revival of In- 
terest In religion. It has shown Itself in 
many ways, but mostly In record attendance 
at church and a vast con8ump\lon ot inspira- 
tional books. 

Overwhelmingly, thi^ has reflected the 
deeply troubled outlook of a people beaet by 
. endless tensions, bewildered by seemingly 
tmmanageable crlaei. it has been a .quest 
-for certainty, amid a flood tide of confusion 
:and doubt. It has been a spontaneous re- 
' sponse, a fulfillment of need. 

Yet through all this hopeful resurgence of 
Bplrltual force, the church itself has not 
stood Idly by. It has actively andlconstruc- 
-tlvely labored -to-encouragfltho'overfexprftfl:" 
alon of religious f eellns. 

Xn mony places It has erected now and more 
spacious houses of worship. It has brought 
fresh psychological Insight to its complex 
task of ministering to the spiritual wants of 
human beings. It has broadened the aoclal 
sphere in which it operates, thus offering the 
church as a great focal point for a whole 
B^axy of Interests. 

. And. periodically, it has campaigned with 
unaccustomed ylgor and originality to aug^ 
theht still further its niuUiplylns flock of 
church-goers. The church has done this not 
with any notion of forcing religious rltuol and 
pattern upon people who do not wlah it. but 
with the simple aim ot drawing within Its 
XoM all who would real!; like' to be there. 

Xn short, the church has made itself a 
live, powerful -influence in the present-day 
American community. 

The effort goes on. This November, na In 
former years, the annual Religion Irr Ameri- 
can Life campaign Is ■under way. Its goal Is 
to stimulate more interest in churchgolng 
and church-supportlnR. It Is stressing once 
■ again the Importance of religion In personal 
And community life. 

The year 1951 has not been a time of easy 
reassurance for AmSrlcan8. The moral values 
have been shaken by scandal In many quar- 
ters. The war^ Korea has dragged Intermin- 
ably without dear course. The communist" 
enemy has continued hla tantalizing ganie of 
first manng taut and then relaxing the 
strands of cold war tension. The nation's 
ftlllea have fretted over large and small dlf- 
Xerences with America and each other. 

It would bo no wonder, if more than ever 
Americans are aewchlng for a roch to land 
upon. To many ofaheso, the church and re- 
Jlfton im), answers they have not tried. Not 
*U-.wlU .wish to try. But some will.

LONDON— Lord Hewart, the Uto 
lord chief Justice of England, an 
office eorreapondlng to that of chief 
Justice of the United SUtes, wrote 
a book enUUed "The New Dcspot- 
tnn'* which chaHenged as long ago 
aa 1D38 the laxy, 
cynical negligence i 
of parliament iat^f. 
passing nfci'li't nn ."i , ' 
laws and author- 
iilng the execu- 
tive bureaucracy 
to Improrlae reg- 
ulations having, 
the force of law. 

In many cases, 
the doora of the| 
courts of law 

tea. This faithless habit of the 
British parliament was not checked 
by this vljiorous chollengo by one 
of the great constitutional minds of 
the nation. 

On the controry, parliament be- 
came more and more the legislative 
agency of the party In power with 
less respect' for the ancient fimd- 
amentol righu of the people. In 
any clash between the party's pro- 
gram and the people's rights, the 
program Is Ukely to prevail. 

There la an Interesting difference 
between parliament and our con- 
Rrcsa. ParUnment and, apparently, 
the British people, too. frankly put 
party above thO' people and above 
parliament In our country con- 
gressmen usually represent the peo- 
ple of their districts, congressmen 
often disobey party discipline for 
that tCMon. 



I Lord Hewort led off with the ex- 
^ple of a taxaUon law of inS 
which consisted of SO pages but con- 
tained a proviso that It any diffi- 
culty arose the executive authority 
could "remove the difficulty" 
cxecuUve order. 

We hod a claulcal parallel In 
Judge Ferdinand Pccom's court In 
New York some years ago when 
the constltuUon of the musicians' 
union was Introduced In evidence.

expressed by Barry Hopkins when 
be said the people were too damned 
dumb to know. 

The imA waa pure fascism, but 
when It was knocked out In the 
aick chicken case. Roosevelt just 
said It bad becoroB a headache with 
all Its complexities. If It had not 
gotten out of hand, lis fascist "con- 
trols" would have Bulled him per- 
fectly because he liked to govern 
by "authority." 

No Democrat from Wilson to Tru- 
man has been willing to try to gov- 
ern by law. Wilson, Roosevelt and 
Truman always created "emergen- 
cies" to Justify authoritarian meth- 
ods. , 

Lord Hewart said the apologlsta 
for such government colled It "ad- 
ministrative law," which Is, Inci- 
dentally, Pellx Prankturter'i 
olatty. 

Be wrote that "administrative 
law" wai not law at all, but "odmln- 
Istratlve lawlessness." And, In depu- 
tising such powers to lite bureaucra- 
cy, parliament actually had sui- 
rcDdertd Its own powers U) the ex- 
ecutives and put the execuuves and 
their conduct beyond the Jurisdic- 
tion ot the courtii. 

"Much toll, and not a little blood, 
Hftve been spent In bringing slowly 
Into being a society wherein the peo- 
ple make their laws and Independent 
judges administer them," ha wrote. 
"It that edifice Is to be overthrown, 
let the overthrow be accomplished 
openly.

Tho Wagnor act. which Truman 
tried to maintain, contained all the 
vicious qualities Lord Hewart ex- 
posed In many similar British laws. 

Snployers were ' presumed to be 
guilty and were tried before katiga. 
TOO courts composed of union par- 
tisans, frankly hostile to the de- 
fendants. 

The bureauorats who ran the trials 
and administered punishments act- 
ed aa prosecutor. Judge, and Jury. 
Appeals to the courts of law were 
practically prectuded and tho de- 
fendants employers, though often 
completely Innocent, were persuaded 
to avoid worse penalties 1^ promis- 
ing to comply with unjust orders. 

It Is an IncldenUl fact that the 
eorly labor relations board was de. 
llberaCely loaded wlUi communitt 
trnJtors from the beginning. 

This agency of "admlnlstrnUvB 
liiw" would have been Just as evil 
it none ot the bureaucrats hod been 
sworn adherents of the Soviet 
enemy. The federal ccmmunlcatlona 
commission, the securities exchange 
commission and the wages and 
hours division Are equally rotten. 

Tho Internal ■ revenue nowadays 
Is the most notorious ot all. Infested 
with crooked gratters and black- 
mailers who for yean have done 
buslDcss. behind, an Impregnable 
fortress of "administrative law."
